ferent pollens in different cases. 
Dr.

L Goodale has studied some 
J.iU 
cases' of hay fever, of which Mil were 
caused 
by tho pollens 
of 
various 


grasses, 28" by ray-weed poilen, 
five 


from 
maple, four from 
rose, three 


from cair 
one from willow, anrt five 


from birch. 
Of these SHG cases 123 
have received desensitizing 
prophy- 


lactic treatment prior to the arrival 
or the hay fever season or upon the 
"annual return of the ailment, and ot 
the cases so treated seven showed no 
improvement,

showed* Improve- 


ment as compared with previous ex- 
periences of, the patients but still had 
troblesome 
.symptoms, 
SO 
cases 


showed 
marked 
improvement, 
and 


five patients had no returned of the 
hay fever at all for two years. 
The i m m u n i t y or partial immunity 


conferred on the hay fever 
sufferer 


by desentitlzing pollen 
extract 
in- 


icctions is only temporary, lasting not 
many weeks. 
Therefore the prophy- 


lactic treatment must be administered 
each person. 
It is best begun some 


ten weeks prior to the .time of year 
in which the symptoms 
usually de- 


velop in a given case, though good 
effects may bo obtained later or even 
after the annual attack has devel- 
oped. 
Dr Goodale has found that an m- 


jectin. of one to three minims of a 
or-.e-to-fi fly-thousand solution of ex- 
tra.cts of -ue following poHens gives 
satisfactory results: 
Willow, poplar, 


maple, birch, oak, grass, rose and rag- 
weed. 
(These pollens arc commonly 


responsible in New ICnglnnd, but other 
pollens would undoubtedly be more 
effective In other parts of the coun- 
try), 
The first injeclion causes in nearly 


all cases a local reaction at the point 
of 
infection, 
a swelling ,-in inch in 
area more or less, lasting- three days 
or thereabouts. This an exceedingly 
encouraging sign, indicating ihat the 
specific on'fcBalivc pollen extract 
has 


been selected for the treatment.
